Another version of the escape of John Thomas Lengino from 
Italy is less spectacular but carries common points cf information, 
This is'also word-of-mouth account, and comes from "Aunt Luddy" 
Carlton, one of his daughters Laodicea, 


She said her father told her he left Italy as quite a youth 
and he left without knowledge or consent of his father, He concealed 
himself in the vessel before it sailed and managed to get to 


America, He never heard further from his family, Jchn Thomas Longir 


told his daughter that his father was a wealthy man or a man of some 
high office, he supposed, for before he left home he found some of 
his father's clothes and cvt the gold buttons off them, which was 
all his wealth when he took shelter in the ship, 


Further light on the story comes from the results of research 
in Europe and Virginia, and involves Protestant teader named John 
Thomas, His family was well entrenched in Virginia, and a great 
preacher by that name was busy spreading the Gospel where he was 
allowed to do so (and secretly where dis-allowed) in Europe, This 
was during the times of the Holy Inquisition when his Christian 
maneuvers received much opposition, Secret religious meetings of 
this nature went on at the Longino estate in Italy because the 
family were ardent followers of the new trend in religion. 


It was for this reason the Longinos incurred the enmity of the 
Church, and had their property seized and their lives taken, All, 
except a boy of 12, were killed. This son was John Thomas Longino 
(Giovanni Tomas), who may well have been named for the daring 


preacher, 


As with other word-of-mouth accounts handed down, the lad 
took the gold buttons from his father’s coat, each of which bore a 
replica of the family coat-of-arms (Lion statant) and provided for 
his keep by selling them one by one, 


This account states he was able to arrange transportation 
to Switzerland where a branch of the family had settled (their 
adapted name - Longines).and then get passage to America latox, 
working his wey over, and Landing at Portsmouth Virginia, He also 
knew the whereabouts of the John Thomas family and set out to find 
them, He found that the Thomas family had moved and settled near 


Dobson N.C, so he again took up his solitary journey, 


Immediately upon his arrival he found he had been exposed to 
Small Pox and he was isolated in a Lonely shed, During the period 
of his recuperation his meais were brought by a beautiful curly- 
headed girl whose name was Elizabeth, It is assumed that she waz 
of the Thomas family although no records exist of her last name, 
She taught him to speak English and when they were old enough they 
married, The records show only that his wife's name was Elizabeth 
and that she bore him ten children, dying at the birth of the 


youngest child, James, 


John Thomas Longino reared Wis large family at Dobson; was a 
highly respected citizen; served as Sheriff, and supported the 
a werican Revolution (see proof under 'documents'’ ) 
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At his death in his adopted country, he still clung to the

jin Italy, On his deathbed he is supposed to have given a gcld ring 
which had been given to him by his father upon reaching manhood , 
to one of his sons, This ring also bore the family insignia, This 
son came to the Mississippi Territory with other members of the 
family, but migrated further west during the gold rush in the 18003 
so in some unknown Location today some Longino descendant must 
treasure this memento, The insignia on ring and buttons was a 
replica of the Arms on the tomb of Cesare Longino of Citta de 
Castelle, (see page 23 of this history) buried in 1634, whose 


wife was Margherita Testi, (central figure is lion statent) 


t is easy to understand why John Thomas Longino cid not give 
many dated ls of his father or his family, ner the city or area 
where he came from, if they were murdered, If such was the cace, 
and there is strong reason to believe it was, he would wish to 

forget about his traumatic experience in the past and to buiid a 
new life in his adopted country with his family.

Dad was just a small boy. I am under the impression that he 
and his wife are buried in Trinity County Texas, I had honed 
to go up there before the sumaer is over and check into it, 


My grandparents for zany years lived in Groveton Texas, Their 
home there burned destroying family records and Bible. They 
later moved to Lufkin and lived there until they died. 


My grandmother gave me a great deal of informatien about her 
femily ~ the Hills, iscCoys, ani Saines, and it was through 
these revolutionary soldier ancestors that we are D.A.R.S. 


I never knew a single relative of my granddad's, I can't 
ic.agine where they married and moved to$ Probably some never 
left iississippi when Lawrence Calvini.ongino cane, but were 
already «aarried and had fanilies.
